A  timber  cart  laden  with  several  freshly 
cut  tree  trunks,  and  drawn  by  three  horses, 
is  descending  a  steep  slope  in  front  of  a 
large  windmill,  from  the  entrance  to  which 
two  peasants  are  carrying  grain  to  fill  a 
cart.

Seated  near  the  base  of  a  large  marble 
column  in  the  entrance  to  the  great  Roman 
natatorium  are  three  maidens,  two  side  by 
side  on  a  bench  facing  the  spectator,  and 
one,  perched  on  the  arm  of  the  bench  with 
her  head  and  body  turned  away,  evidently 
communicating  some  choice  morsel  of  gos- 
sip to  her  friends,  who  are  preoccupied 
with  the  story.  The  maiden  on  the  right 
holds  a  large  bunch  of  flowers  in  her  hand 
and  leans  forward  with  an  expression  of 
absorbed  interest  on  her  face.  Beyond  the 
group  is  a  large  swimming  pool  which  is 
devoted  to  the  use  of  the  women,  and  still 
farther  beyond  is  the  pool  used  by  the  men. 
Numerous  figures  of  men  and  women  are 
seen  in  the  distance,  some  leaving,  others 
entering  the  swimming  pools,  and  still 
others  lounging  in  various  attitudes.  The 
interior,  with  its  rich  marbles,  frescoes  and 
furnishings,  suggests  the  height  of  luxury 
to  which  the  old  Romans  were  devoted.

A  pair  of  young  lovers  who,  in  classic 
times,  have  been  strolling  through  a  forest 
in  midsummer,  pause  for  a  while  in  an  open 
glade  under  a  lofty  ilex  tree.  The  young 
man,  seated  upon  a  boulder,  clasps  to  his 
side  the  maiden,  and,  in  his  outstretched 
hand,  holds  ripe  cherries,  some  of  which 
she  hangs  over  her  ears,  after  the  manner 
of  children  of  to-day.  The  maiden  wears 
a  thin  sleeveless  tunic,  twice  girded,  and 
her  fair  hair  is  closely  bound  to  her  head 
by  a  narrow  fillet.  The  youth  wears  even 
a  simpler  costume,  for  it  consists  only  of  a 
skin  thrown  over  his  left  shoulder  and  fall- 
ing over  his  thighs.

THE  BATTLE  OF  THE  NILE  AND 
BLOWING  UP  OF  THE  UORIENT 

Height,  47%  inches;  length,  72  inches 

This  composition  represents  the  great 
naval  conflict  and  bombardment,  one  of 
the  prominent  events  in  the  history  of  the 
British  Navy,  seen  from  the  station  of 
the  gunboats  between  the  Battery  and  the 
Castle  of  Aboukir.  The  prominent  object 
in  the  picture  is  a  large  English  seventy- 
four,  on  the  flank  of  a  line  of  other  ves- 
sels which  have  entered  the  harbor,  de- 
stroyed the  French  fleet  and  set  fire  to  the 
town.  In  the  immediate  foreground  on 
the  left  is  the  shattered  hulk  of  a  large 
French  vessel,  the  silent  muzzles  of  the 
guns  still  pointing  out  of  the  portholes 
and  the  tricolored  flag  trailing  in  the  water 
from  a  broken  mast.  In  the  right  fore- 
ground an  English  boat,  full  of  sailors,  is 
proceeding  toward  the  fleet  at  the  moment 
when  the  magazine  of  the  Orient  is  ex- 
ploding and  the  dismasted  vessel  is  envel- 


oped  in  flames.  In  the  distance  a  great 
conflagration  lights  the  sky  with  a  lurid 
glow  and  the  massive  castle  of  Aboukir  is 
seen  surrounded  by  smoke  and  fire. 

The  picture  was  painted  in  1798  when 
the  artist  was  twenty-four  years  of  age 
and  its  exhibition  in  the  Royal  Academy 
in  1799  was  the  reason  for  his  election  as 
an  associate  of  that  body.  It  disappeared 
until  1886  when  it  was  exhibited  in  the 
Nineteenth  Century  Art  Galleries  in  Lon- 
don. The  artist  adapted  to  his  subject  the 
following  lines  from  Book  VI.  of  Milton's 
"Paradise  Lost":  0vtW*tZ

In  the  foreground  stands  a  young  girl 
looking  out  of  the  picture  and  carrying 
upon  her  head  a  milk  pail.  Behind  her 
two  companions,  back  to  back,  are  half  re- 
clining and  half  sitting  on  the  ground. 
Beyond  the  maidens,  partly  in  the  shadow 
of  overhanging  trees,  is  a  herd  of  cattle, 
sheep  and  goats  attended  by  a  single  peas- 
ant, and,  farther  away,  the  view  extends 
through  a  tree-bordered  glade  to  the  remote 
distance  in  which  is  suggested  a  pleasant 
farming  country.  The  season  is  early  au- 
tumn and  the  sky  glows  with  the  warm 
tones  of  the  sun  which  is  rapidly  nearing 
the  horizon.

The  half-length  figure,  somewhat  larger 
than  life,  of  an  old  man  with  full  dark 
beard  and  hair  facing  the  spectator,  hold- 
ing in  both  hands  a  black  frame  surround- 
ing a  plain  glass  through  which  his  left 
arm  is  visible.  He  wears  a  short-sleeved 
fur-trimmed  brown  robe  showing  a  white 
shirt  with  a  soft  collar  turned  away  from 
the  neck  and  full  sleeves  around  the  wrists.

This  is  a  view  in  the  valley  of  the  Tiber 
near  Rome.  In  the  foreground  two  men 
and  a  woman  are  resting  under  a  clump 
of  trees  near  the  ruins  of  an  old  castle. 
The  vista  extends  across  a  broad  valley, 
where  are  dimly  seen  the  straggling  build- 
ings of  a  large  town,  to  mountains  in  the 
distance  which,  dimly  outlined,  form  the 
horizon  line.

Standing  in  three-quarters  view  to 
the  left,  her  dark  hair  bound  with  a  yel- 
low ribbon  and  dressed  high  upon  her  head, 
she  gazes  at  the  spectator,  holding  upon 
her  right  arm  a  black  lace  mantle  and  in 
her  right  hand  a  straw  hat  of  the  period.
